One of only a handful of 
Whiting Foundation Grants 
has been received by Dr. 
P aul 
Monaco, 
of 
The 
U niversity of Texas 
at 
Dallas, to help him complete 
studies for a new course on 
Twentieth Century Europe. 
Dr. Monaco of Plano, 
assistant professor of history 
at UT-Dallas, already is in 
Bonn, West Germany, where 
he will study and conduct 
interviews on aspects of the 
political, 
economic 
and 
social development of the 
German Federal Republic 
since 1948

The council approved 254 
acres of SF 3 homes and 118 
acres of SF-2 residences.

Before adjourning into 
executive session on real 
estate m atters, the council 
appointed Jim Vines to the 
Board of Adjustments, in­ 
stalled Maridell Turner on 
the Citizens Traffic Safety 
Support Com m ission and 
called for a report on the 
status of improvements at 
Douglas School 


Congressman Jim Collins 
has called the House vote on 
the Unem ploym ent Com 
pensation bill "a victory for 
over burdened tax p ay ers 
and businesses alike." 
C onsideration 
of 
H R 
U1210. 
which would have 
raised 
the 
unemployment 
tax for em ployers, was 
blocked this week by a Rule 
vote of 219 to 125. 
"I favored maintaining an 
equitable 
ta x ," 
stated 
Congressman Collins, "and I 
am delighted that for once 
the forces of common sense 
prevailed However, the bill 
is due to come up again so 
the victory is provisional." 
he added 
"Raising the taxable wage 
base from $4,200 to $8,(100 
would 
have 
raised 
the 
amount an employer paid 
per 
em ployee 
from 
an 
average of $155 to $272,’ he 
continued 
"That is an in­ 
crease of 90 percent and 
eventually cuts into a wage 
earner’s salary At a time 
when business is struggling 
to break even, such an in­ 
crease would lie disastrous 
"We don’t need another 
negative load increasing the 
demand for unemployment 
checks," Collins asserted. 
"Those who voted with me 
yesterday voted to reject 
increased taxes." 
In 
addition. 
stated 
Congressman Collins, 
the 
proposed bill would extend 


unemployment 
insurance 
coverage to nine million 
m ore 
people, 
in 
the 
agricultural, domestic and 
State and local government 
categories 
"This overloading of the 
program would result in a 
situation like the present 
Social Security crisis," he 
said. "It also contained some 
provisions 
for 
funding 
distribution 
that 
would 
continue present inequities. 
"Although California lias 
less than IO percent of the 
nation's total employment,’’ 
said Collins, "it receives 20 
percent 
of 
the 
funds 
V irginia. 
K ansas, 
South 
C arolina and Texas get 
alm ost nothing, although 
their combined employment 
exccods ('aIiforma’s . ’ ’ 
With the funding trigger 
for 
extended 
benefits 
lowered to four percent, he 
said, many States will ef­ 
fectively be excluded from 
receiving them Texas, for 
example, would trigger in 
for extended benefits two 
percent of the time or less 
Altogether, 
the additional 
provisions of the bill would 
cost an extra $4 billion for 
1977 
Congressman Collins said 
he was not convinced by 
arguments that a tax in­ 
crease is necessary because 
unem ploym ent 
coni pens 
at ion funds are becoming 
depleted 


“ T h a t's 
rid ic u lo u s ,’’ 
Collins 
replied. 
"U nder 
present legislation we have 
U nem ploym ent 
Benefits. 
Many w orkers enjoy 65 
weeks of coverage. Over a 
third of the States provide 
com pensation 
when 
the 
w orker 
quits 
his 
job 
voluntarily. In M ichigan 
they have even advertised on 
the radio alerting workers to 
increased benefits for quits. 
"C om pensation for job 
q u itte rs 
m ust 
be 
elim inated," he continued 


"Seasonal farm workers in 
Washington State must stop 
working six 
months 
and 
draw ing’ 
unem ploym ent 
insurance for six months. It 
is not fair for States with 
so lv en t 
u n em p lo y m en t 
funds, like Texas, to have to 
finance those that are going 
broke by paying higher 
taxes. Tightening up the 
unem ploym ent 
com pens­ 
ation program against abuse 
is 
the 
answ er 
to 
fund 
depletion," 
Collins 
con­ 
cluded.

D EA R PO LLY — How is one supposed to clean white 
fabric lamp shades0 — LUCY. 
D EA R LUCY — Never try to spot clean a fabric lamp 
shade. They can be washed (if the material is washable) 
but first check to be sure the seams and trimmings are 
sewed and not glued as they will loosen if glued. Should 
one want to proceed any way, new trim could be sewed 
on top and bottom after shade is clean. Some fabrics are 
applied to a paper back so beware of those — they will 
not take to a bath. Check the wire frame. If it is not 
painted there is a chance of rust staining the shade. If 
washing is to proceed, the drying must be done as fast as 
possible. 
If it seems feasible to take the risk of washing, be sure 
the laundry container is deep enough so the entire shade 
can be immersed at one time. Fill tub with thick suds of 
lukewarm water and a mild detergent or soap. Hold 
shade b\ top wire and dip up and down. being sure the 
shade is completely covered during each dip. A rub or 
two with a soft brush should not hurt it, if this is needed. 
Rinse a couple of times, the same way, in clear 
lukewarm water. Pat with a bath towel to remove as 
much excess moisture as possible. Dry as quickly as you 
can in a shady windy spot, putting a string through the 
wire at the top and then tying to the clothesline. A clip 
clothespin at each side will keep the shade from slipping 
up and down the line. The shade's look may not be too 
encouraging while wet but usually drying improves its 
appearance. —P O LLY
